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SHOT CATS AND THE COURTS 

Following the idea expressed in a let- 
ter to Cats Magazine published Sep- 
tember, 1946, concerning the protection 
for cats, the writer does not believe any 
further law enactment is necessary. 
While court decisions in the past have 
been so varied that the matter is pretty 
much up in the air, conditions have so 
changed in the last ten years that a high- 
er court decision based on present condi- 
tions would establish a precedent favor- 
able to cat owners. 

As it stands today many states do not 
recognize a cat as property. Under the 
law they are simply wild animals with 
no recognized owner. Within the last 
year a fine cat was shot in this city 
(Omaha, Nebr.) by a boy with a small 
rifle. There were witnesses to the mat- 
ter. The owner of the cat consulted a 
lawyer as to damages and was told the 
matter would not be admitted to court 
as the state did not recognize the cat as 
property. 

But while there may be no property 
tax on cats there are other taxes that 
either establish the cat as property or 
the tax is illegal. If one is in the income 
tax bracket your income from the sale 
of cats must be reported as well as any 
income in the stock. (If you are not 
doing this you better look into it.) On 
this money as well as the stock increase, 
you pay tax. Therefore, the Federal 
Government recognizes the cat as tax- 
able property and as such is entitled to 
protection. The same holds in states 
where they have a state income tax. A 
sales tax should be reported in states 
that have a sales tax. If the cat is illegally 
not property there is no sale. But it is 
a safe bet that your local tax collector 
will not excuse you on that basis. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission rec- 
ognizes cats as property by fixing the 
rates, based on value and should a cat be 
lost or killed while in transit through 
the negligence of the Railway Express 
Company, suit for damages would most 
certainly be admitted to the courts. 

So what is needed is for some club 
to finance a test case of this. As it stands 
in many states a person can enter your 
property, shoot every cat you have and 
all you can do is file a charge of trespass 
and discharging fire arms within the city 
limits. Another thing few people know 
is that in most states air rifles are classed 
as firearms. 

The writer stands ready to contribute 
$10 toward the expense of any test case 
brought within the next year. This will 
be sent to the secretary of any registered 
club on notice from an attorney that 
such case is to be filed. Case must be 
handled by and backed by the club. 
For a case brought in the Nebraska 


courts, the amount will be doubled. 
Come on , Fanciers, back your cats with 
cash!

It would be ambitious, 
to be sure, but such charts would find 
ready sale to people like myself who 
haven't had years of experience.

The established breeder of experi- 
ence in any livestock should feel it his 
or her sacred duty to give freely of his 
experience and knowledge to the crop 
of post-war novices. It is sound logic 
and good business besides being the 
Christian thing to do. 

No person should ever undertake to 
raise livestock of any kind without two 
basic requirements. First: a genuine 
love of their chosen creature. By love 
we mean the sort of affection which 
will see to it that every creature en- 
trusted to one is given the best of care 
in every way to make that creature safe 
and happy. Not the ‘‘oos lovey itty 
bitty kitty’’ and forgets to feed, lets 
him run wild to breed promiscuously. 
Under modern conditions of urban liv- 
ing pets and small children cannot com- 
pete with the careless driver or the oc- 
casional evil human. One of the things 
which makes for a truly civilized hu- 
man being is that it has a deep sense of 
obligation to be kind to and thoughtful 
of God’s helpless. 

This interest in the welfare of our 
pets makes it natural to see to it that 
any information we experienced breed- 
ers can supply to the novice makes for 
healthier and happier cats. Whenever 
we can help others to avoid mistakes 
we help the cats they produce to less 
suffering and a fuller life. That is the 
idealistic reason. 

On the other hand — that of good 
business — let’s look to one of the 
soundest business principles of a world 
wide famous seed house — Burpee of 
Philadelphia. They supply gratis the 
most detailed instructions for raising 
the best possible crops from their seeds. 
Why? Naturally because the better the 
success the customers have with THEIR 
seeds the more often they reorder and 
recommend to their friends. 

I have bred, raised and sold small 
stock for over 30 years and it is regret- 
table the number of people I have en- 
countered who tried to do business on 
the principle that ‘‘keep what you learn 
to yourself, don’t give away any sec- 
rets.”” 

Tell me, is that a Christian spirit? 
Is it for the best interests of the stock

If I had not learned valuable 
lessons first hand, I would not today be 
still raising Persians and canaries. One 
either learns or goes out of business. 
And the lessons are not all those of 
mating, feeding and health matters. One 
also learns tolerance for the shortcom- 
ings of others who have not been 
through the mill. One learns, for ex- 
ample, that few people are intentionally 
cruel to animals; they are either careless 
or do not give the care the animal needs 
because they do not see life from the 
animal’s actual requirements under mod- 
ern living conditions.

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FAMOUS MYTHICAL CATS

‘Pity the Unicorn, 

Pity the Hippogrif — 
Souls that were never born 
Out of the land of If!’ 

There are numerous celebrated cats 
also that were never born. Several Euro- 
pean countries are responsible for the 
tales with which we are familiar con- 
cerning these famous but non-existent 
cats. Spain, France, England, all have 
had a hand in their creation, and even 
the fictitious felines supposed to have 
inhabited the Americas originated in 
foreign brains. 

The earliest mythical feline, as far as 
I have been able to discover, though the 
story has been coming down only about 
sixty years is, appropriately enough, an 
Egyptian cat, Bouhaki. We find this 
ingratiating feline in good repute in 
many cat books, all of which assure us 
that Bouhaki is ‘‘the first cat in history 
whose name is known.” The tale has 
been abstracted without investigation, 
usually without credit, and frequently 
with embellishments, from the noted 
French cat lover, Jules Fleury, who 
wrote so charmingly under the nom de 
plume of Champfleury. He published 
it in 1885 in The Cat, Past and Pres- 
ent, but whether it originated with him 
is impossible to say. I have been unable 
to trace it farther back, and all we know 
definitely is that he was extremely 
careless of his facts. He says: 

“One of the most ancient rep- 
resentations of the cat is found in 
the necropolis at Thebes, which 
contains the tomb of Hana, stand- 
ing erect with his cat Bouhaki 
between his feet. 

“Footnote: King Hana seems 
to have belonged to the eleventh 
dynasty. At any rate, he is earlier 
than Rameses VII, of the twenti- 
eth, who had this tomb explored.” 
Now, as a matter of fact, Rameses 

VII, according to Budge’s History of 
Egypt, had only a brief reign of five or 
six years, the events of which are un- 
known, and Petrie’s History of Egypt 


states that it was Rameses X who con- 
ducted an inquest into the condition of 
the royal tombs. 

No more delightful cat book has ap- 
peared in this country than Helen M. 
Winslow's Concerning Cats (1900), 
but Bouhaki captured her imagination 
also, and she says he ‘‘used to wear gold 
earrings at he sat at the feet of King 
Hana.”’ Many others in the present cen- 
tury have dwelt upon Bouhaki, and in 
1912 the fancy of the Occult Review 
turned in his direction to the extent of 
averring that he was the favorite cat of 
King Hana, from whom the king may 
have chosen his ‘‘occult inspiration,” 
for Bouhaki (mispelled Borehaki), re- 
posing at the feet of this proud king, is 
“of all things strange and psychic.” 

Cat lovers who have resented the 
misrepresentations of the American cat 
hater, Edward Howe Forbush (some of 
whom assured me that on Forbush’s 
death all the felines in this country held 
a great rejoicing!) , cannot fail to take 
pleasure in the fact that Mr. Forbush 
also gave full credence to the myth of 
Bouhaki and in one of his abusive pa- 
pers about cats, published in 1916, re- 
fers to a monument to King Hana and 
this cat. 

It is impossible to unearth any such 
king as Hana in Egytpian records in 
New York libraries and museums, or 
even in the British Museum, but the 
latter referred my inquiry (1939) toa 
noted Egyptologist, Mr. Neville Lang- 
ton, who, with his wife, has given a 
number of exhibits of cat figures taken 
from Egyptian graves of a very early 
period. To Mr. Langton we are in- 
debted for the facts that there never was 
a King Hana or a cat Bouhaki, but that 
a King Antef IV of the XIth dynasty 
is pictured in a tablet on his monument 
with his dog, Behukaa, between his 
feet! And so the world’s most famous 
feline turned out to be a canine, and 
probably we shall never know the earli- 
est name given a cat, though I suppose 
we all know that the most popular

guess is Puss (from Pasht, the cat god- 
dess of Egypt). 


The renowned ‘“‘dwarf cat of Para- 
guay’’ came into the literature sixty-five 
years ago through a misquotation by no 
less an authority on cats than St. George 
Mivart in his classic work, The Cat, 
1881. The German naturalist, Johann 
Rudolph Rengger, in his Natural His- 
tory of the Mammals of Paraguay, 
1830, has described in detail the effects 
of climate upon cats introduced into 
Paraguay from Europe about two cen- 
turies previously, among them the coat 
and the size. At Asuncion, where the 
animals mated freely with freshly intro- 
duced individuals, they remained much 
truer to type, but in the interior of the 
country their coats had become scant 
and in size they were ‘‘almost a quarter 
smaller than the cats in Asuncion”’ ex- 
cept for altered males. Rengger was cor- 
rectly quoted by Darwin, but Mivart 
unaccountably made the error of stating 
that ‘““The Paraguayan cat is but a 
fourth the average size of our domestic

With the show season now here, many breeders who have 
been grooming, are now appraising their stock with a view 
as to what is really worth showing. 

Starting with the exhibition of cats, I would like to stress 
the importance of entering an exhibit in its proper class. 
Only the novice should have any doubt on this point. If 
your entry is your first, considerable help may be obtained 
from the active members of your local club. It is to the best 
interest of the newcomer, therefore, to join a club. 

From a judge's standpoint, nothing causes more confusion 
and waste of time than to find entries in “‘wrong classes,” 
especially if the judge comes from a distance and must arrange 
time in accordance with train schedules. ‘‘Wrong classes’’ 
occur most frequently in the red and silver divisions. 

Next in importance is the correct distribution of number 
tags to entries and the placing of exhibits in their allotted 
cages. If padlocks are used and exhibitors desire to be absent 
from the show room, keys should be deposited with the 
stewards. 

It is the aim of the club promoting a show to strive for 
the four point mark. This should be encouraged by exhibi- 
tors, but if your exhibit is below par, do not enter it even if 
others persuade you to do so. Do not rest on the assurance 
of former wins. Be prepared for defeat and accept it grace- 
fully. 

Many beautiful cats never appear in shows because of 
timid and high strung dispositions. This is a pity. To owners 
of such cats I advise preliminary training in familiar sur- 
roundings. Coax and encourage your cat to come forward 
to the bars of the pen instead of shrinking back. All author- 
ized judges recognize the temperaments of exhibits and have 
learned to handle them accordingly with tact and patience. 
They will not pass hasty judgment on a cat that draws back. 
Should you, as an exhibitor, observe that a judge is having 
difficulty with your exhibit, keep in the background. Results 
will be more satisfactory. Individual judges have their own 
method of handling fractious cats. If a judge remains calm 
much can be accomplished in subduing a cat through psycho- 
logical hypnotism in this age of radar and atomic energy. 

Recognize the defects in your entry. Never consider that 
just because a cat belongs to you who have raised many 
champions, it must of necessity win. Often the outstanding 
exhibit in a show is owned by an unknown breeder. Your 
sportsmanship should be shown, and the fortunate winner 
congratulated. Remember, all exhibits cannot win. No judge 
uses partiality in awards. All judges are pleased to give 
information to exhibitors for their satisfaction if inquiries 
are made with reason and courtesy. 

Pivot of a successful show is the show secretary. The 
wisdom of club members is shown in their selection of this 
officer. The judge is usually a stranger and the show secretary 
often must act as an ‘‘insulator’’ between an irate exhibitor 
and a judge. The show secretary should be in the ring 
throughout the judging periods and should be free from 
interruptions from other members of the club. He or she 
should be familiar with all classes and the order of judging: 
able to direct stewards in the filling of cages continuously as 
judged exhibits are moved out; and eliminate loss of time 
through waiting for exhibits to be brought forward. 

Work of the judge is not easy. It is not pleasant to be 
attacked suddenly with, ‘‘Why did you put so-and-so over 
my cat?’’ When a judge has handled 100 or more cats. 
directed the stewards, consulted the premium list, marked 
the judge’s book, posted the awards, and conferred with the 
show secretary on absentees and wrong entries, such a ques- 
tion can only convey a very vague idea. The entry is only 
one of many. The exhibit is quite familiar to its owner and,

unless it is very outstanding, the judge is not likely to recall 
it at the moment. 

The show secretary is an extremely busy person. A wise 
exhibitor will hesitate to ask a barrage of questions especially 
when the judge and secretary are about to confer. If you 
believe that an injustice has been done, it is your right to 
place your complaint before the committee of the club imme- 
diately following the show. However, it is well to under- 
stand that when you filed entries you agreed to abide by the 
findings of the judge, and the decision of the judge as final. 

The show secretary and the judge must confer on many 
points relative to entries. Do not come to the conclusion that 
they are in collusion over any award. Never in my experi- 
ence have I found any such practice. 

As a judge, and from that standpoint, I suggest that the 
officers promoting the show introduce the judge to the club 
and show officials upon arrival in the show room. Thus, a 
friendly feeling can be promoted immediately. In judging, 
there is an element of nervous strain. If the air is ‘‘electric,”’ 
a judge in most cases is no less susceptible than the cats. 

An atmosphere can be ‘‘sensed’’ and the ultimate impres- 
sion of a judge’s work gauged upon entering the ring.

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“MAY 
FIRST 
YEAR...”

I have just completed my first year 
as a breeder of Persian Cats, and despite 
its difficulties, | would not trade the ex 
periences, the heart-aches and the enjoy- 
ment of these past twelve months with 
my cats and kittens for anything offered 
me. Believe you me, I have learned a 
great deal in this short span of time. 
but needless to say, not everything! The 
next twelve months will enlighten me 
even more. True, I have a year's experi- 
ence behind me, but a world of experi 
ence to come. I believe, however, I am 
much better prepared to cope with many 
of the ailments and treatments that are 
bound to crop up just ahead. 

I was fortunate at the outset to have 
a very fine veterinarian. His help and 
patience enabled me on several occasions 
to nurse back to full health what | 
knew to be a very sick cat. | have come 
to appreciate the opinions of a veterin- 
arian, if he is qualified to diagnose the 
illness of cats. 

It was not until I embarked on my 
““‘career’’ as breeder of Persian Cats that 
I learned my foundation stock were 
very poor specimens. It was my prob- 
lem then to seek recognized good stock 
after I had chosen my color specialty. I 
inquired of my friends, my veterinarian 
and attended several cat shows where | 
had the opportunity to meet and talk 
with well-known breeders. It was not 
long before I owned what I believe to 
be excellent stock. 

Early in my ‘‘career’’ I learned that 
cleanliness of the cats and the places they 
frequent is most important. As a result 
my white cats are always snow white. | 
have learned to use a pine oil disinfect- 
ant, which has an agreeable odor and is 
said to have germ-killing properties 
without being harmful ‘to cats. How- 
ever, it is best to use caution in associat- 
ing a disinfectant with one’s cats. 

Good old brown kitchen soap and a 
scrubbing brush, I found to be excel- 
lent. And on the subject of cleanliness, 
I found it most important to keep fresh 
water available, and the feeding dishes 
and sanitary pens always clean. 

My first year taught me that although 
meat is a cat’s main diet and fish is a 
fine substitute, there are other food com- 
binations that could be used. For in- 
stance, I mix Pablum with the meat or 
fish, and sometimes raw egg. The pack 
aged kibbled dog food one sees in the 
grocery store is excellent providing it 
is soaked in tomato juice and mixed 
through finely chopped meat

I have learned that cats must have 
calcium and vitamins. The past Spring's 
experience proved that to me. The event 
involved my finest blue kitten. I noticed 
her legs were suddenly becoming weak 
and her head drooping to one side. My 
first action was the telephone call to my 
veterinarian. I described as best I could 
the appearance of the sick blue, and I 
soon learned the trouble. The experi- 
ence with this illness, enabled me to 
learn how to use a hypodermic syringe. 
My instructions were to inject Vita- 
min B-] (Thiamen Chloride), and 
this I quickly did. I also learned that 
injections of Saline Glucose in place of 
forced feeding were extremely helpful 
and ideal for a sick cat or kitten. Soon 
Miss Puss straightened her head and her 
legs became strong again — a little each 
day 

Of course every one cannot use a syr- 
inge. I thought so myself until it had 
to be done to save my gorgeous blue. 

Studies of my blue’s illness enabled 
me to find other vitamins that are nec- 
essary in the medicine cabinet of a 
breeder. These are Vitamin B pills. I 
also learned that sick cats and kittens 
should be fed strong broths with a sugar 
syrup. 

My first year brought me in contact 
with distemper. I had never heard of it 
before, much less know the symptoms. 
My immediate thoughts were that the 
ailing cat had eaten something bad, or 
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had been poisoned. The kitten vomited 
frequently and I saw she had a fever. 
Once again I contacted the veterinarian, 
and it was then that I learned of this 
dreaded cat disease! The cat should have 
been inoculated for distemper! How- 
ever, it was too late, and my little ani- 
mal died. I learned a lot about distem- 
per from this case; to use a rectal ther- 
mometer as a result, and to recognize 
the symptoms early. I have found that 
many cats have been cured of distemper 
by the use of a serum, but that the 
treatment had been applied early, and 
adhered to constantly. As for myself, 
I wouldn't own a cat or have one in my 
cattery without distemper inoculations. 
And I have never sold a kitten without 
first warning the new owner about this 
dreaded disease. I have my kittens so 
inoculated, and apply booster shots to 
all my stock before exhibiting at Shows. 

In my first year, I have found that 
raising Persian Cats has proven an in- 
teresting and intriguing hobby, and my 
efforts have been fully repaid. I am pre- 
pared for ‘the ups’’ and ‘‘the downs,” 
and will remain ever alert to any emerg- 
ency. 

It is a strange feeling one has for a 
sick cat, and a great feeling if you know 
you have saved one through your own 
efforts. A doctor once told me of his 
feeling of exultation when he had 
cheated ‘““The Grim Reaper.”’ I under- 
stand now just how he felt.

Condition, the yardstick by which 
we measure the quality known as phys- 
ical well being, is all important in a 
show cat. Judging by the beautiful 
form in which many cats are benched, 
their owners have learned this lesson 
well. On the other hand, there are those 
who still do not realize that a sluggish 
system and a lack-luster coat go hand in 
hand. It is a waste of time to primp and 
fuss over a cat if it is not properly fed, 
properly housed and given ample op- 
portunity for exercise. These three im- 
portant elements must be an established 
part of a cat’s life if it is to be shown 
at its best. Given the necessities of life,

any cat, long-haired or short, can be 
brought into show condition and ex- 
hibited to advantage. 

In preparing a cat for the show sea- 
son, my first step is to give it a bath. I 
find nothing removes the grime, scales 
and excessive oiliness from the skin and 
coat better than a good scrubbing; but 
just as there are two schools of thought 
on the subject of vegetables for cats, so 
there are two schools of thought on the 
subject of bathing. In the years I have 
been showing white cats, however, I 
have come to appreciate the value of a 
bath in effecting an overnight transfor- 
mation. It 1s possible to clean an exces- 
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sively dirty coat with powder but the 
repeated heavy applications of the 
cleaner required to tend to dry out the 
coat. This results in a ‘fly away’”’ con- 
dition which soon turns the coat into 
a mass of knots. Given a choice, I'd 
much prefer the bath method, followed 
by a light sprinkling of powder, just 
enough to keep the coat airy. 


In bathing a cat, advance preparation 
is necessary. Spread a bath mat on a 
table close to the bathing area and be- 
side it place several turkish towels, a 
wash cloth and the cleaner to be used. 
Next prepare two basins of warm wa- 
ter. I find the small size baby bathtubs 
ideal for the purpose; they are large 
enough to accommodate the cat without 
crowding, yet small enough so the cat 
w:ll not be frightened. If this is a ‘‘first’’ 
bath, get the job done as quickly as 
possible but if the cat is a veteran, one 
can be more thorough. When the cat is 
quite ready for the bath, place a large 
piece of cotton in each of her ears to 
prevent water from running into them 
when the head is washed. Then, with 
an assistant to hold and soothe her, 
gently swish the water until the coat is 
quite wet and ready for the cleaner. 
Some breeders use soap or flakes when 
bathing a cat and up to a year or so ago 
I belonged to that class, too. Since “‘dis- 
covering’’ Labco Pet Shampoo how- 
ever, it has been used exclusively in my 
cattery. I find it does an excellent job 
of cleaning, leaving the coat soft and 
silky and absolutely without that yel- 
lowish cast which is so objectionable in 
a white. Too, since its formula con- 
tains an active flea killing agent, it plays 
a dual role, making it possible to de-flea 
a cat right in the bath. Surely all breed- 
ers will welcome the news that Labco 
is now on the market, ready to elimin- 
ate the fleas and dirt which constantly 
menace the health of our-stock. 


In applying cleaner to a cat in the 
process of getting washed, cover a small 
area at a time, working in the cleaner 
and scrubbing with the finger tips until 
a lather has been built up. Treat the 
head last, being careful to keep soapy 
water out of the eyes. If a cat is not 
harmed in the bath, it will not fear it. 
Two or three rinse waters are required 
and when the coat is free of. soap film 
squeeze out as much water as possible, 
then lift the cat to the table and rub 
her well with warm towels. If an elec- 
tric dryer is not available, place the cat 
in a blanket lined basket or carrier to- 
gether with a hot water bottle and keep 
her there until perfectly dry. Do not be 
too hasty about removing her from the 
carrier for at this point one must guard 
against chilling. Change the blankets in 
the carrier as often as necessary; one 
should never permit a cat to remain on 
wet blankets for long. The day follow- 
ing the bath, brush and comb the cat, 
dusting in a little powder to keep the 
coat from laying flat. And now that she 
is spotlessly clean, a few days of vigor- 
ous brushing will bring her to the point 
where she can be shown with pardon- 
able pride.

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Most authorities agree that the ma- 
jority of pregnant queens having 
worms, transmit worm larvae from 
their intestine by way of the blood 
stream and through the placenta to in- 
fect the baby kittens about the time of 
birth. These kittens thus have worms 
which develop in the intestine. Many 
are found to have intestinal worms or- 
dinarily of the round variety at the age 
of 3 months. For this reason we feel it 
wise to give all kittens a routine dose 
of worm medicine at that age. This is 
delayed, however, if for any reason we 
believe the kittens are not in good phys- 
ical condition. 

Thereafter, we do not use worm 
medicine unless we know that there is 
definite need for it. The sure way to 
determine the presence of worms in the 
cat is to have a specimen of the stool 
examined in a laboratory for detection 
of worm eggs. Each worm has a char- 
acteristic egg which differentiates it as 
to the type of worm from which it 
came. Therefore, the laboratory test is 
quite helpful. 

A cat infected with round worms 
may not show any ill effects unless they 
affect the cat’s digestive functions. Some 
of the worms may make their way into 
the cat’s stomach from their normal 
home in the intestine. The cat then 
vomits some of these, often to be found 
with small “‘hairballs.’’ At other times 
the worms may appear in the stool. If 
this happens and the cat obviously ap- 
pears in off-condition, one should begin 
the worming procedure. 

Worm medicines available at stores 
are for the eradication of round worms. 
Since tape worms are so much more 
difficult to remove, one should consult 
a veterinary regarding treatment for 
such conditions. Tape worms cause 
marked digestive disturbances and the 
cat may lose weight if infected with 
many of this type of worm. 

Treatment: Many products are ob- 
tainable for use as vermifuges. Some 
are recommended for use in dogs and 
young puppies but not for cats. One 
must read the labels on such products

WORMING

closely to see if the medication is suit- 
able for cats and kittens. A capsule may 
be excellent for a grown cat but not for 
a kitten, and vice versa. One medication 
widely used for eradication of round 
worms is tetrachlorethylene. The Nema 
capsules (Veterinary) contain this 
chemical. The 3 mm. size is recom- 
mended for small cats and kittens. The 
8 mm. size for the average size cat. 
The pamphlet enclosed with Nema 
capsules says, ‘“Tetrachlorethylene 
when properly used, has proven to be 
comparatively safe. Sometimes a slight 
dizziness may develop after giving Ne- 
ma Worm Capsules, but this usually 
wears off in a short time.’’ Worm medi- 
cines do not appear to have any injuri- 
ous effect on pregnant queens — ‘‘how- 
ever, caution should be used in treating 
felines far advanced in pregnancy for 
the reason that rough handling and ex- 
citement incidental to treatment may 
cause abortion or miscarriage. Food and 
water in the stomach and intestine in- 
terfere with the effectiveness of drugs 
used for the removal of worms. The 
best results are obtained if the animal 
to be treated is given a light feed the 
night before and no food in the morn- 
ing before dosing. No food or water 
should be allowed within two hours 
after tetrachlorethylene capsules have 
been administered. Oils, fats, cream or 
whole milk and other oily or fatty food

into a laundry bag. The kit was found 
swimming madly around in the washer. 
She emerged alive and well, but annoyed. 
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should be omitted from the diet of ani- 
mals twenty-four hours before giving 
tetrachlorethylene capsules and for four 
hours afterwards, to prevent possible 
absorption of the drug. The best time 
to treat cats is when they are in a re- 
ceptive mood. At such times the mouth 
should be opened gently and a capsule 
slipped into the mouth and pushed to 
the back of the tongue before the cat 
realizes what is happening.”’ 

As has been stated previously in this 
article, tape worm eradication is a much 
more serious matter. The best treatment 
is preventive medicine. In other words, 
elimination of raw meats. We always 
put the cat’s meat in the oven and heat 
it to a temperature that will kill larvae 
and eggs of worms. Even then, one can- 
not entirely prevent infection. If your 
cat should get tape worms your best bet 
is to get your veterinarian’s help.

cat."" Lydekker and many others copied 
this erroneous statement, some with 
amazing additions, and the Paraguayan 
cat finally reached books of reference as 
“no bigger than a guinea pig and with 
a weight of but three pounds maximum 
when full grown.’ This is about the 
size it would be had Mivart been correct. 
The domestic cat averages twenty-one 
inches in length in the male exclusive of 
tail, and eighteen inches in the female, 
with an average weight of thirteen and 
eight pounds respectively. A cat one- 
fourth smaller than the domestic cat. 
therefore, would measure not less than 
sixteen inches in the male, exclusive of 
tail, with a weight of nine and three- 
quarter pounds, and in the female thir- 
teen and one-half inches, with a weight 
of six pounds. The animals clearly 
would not be dwarfs. 

(Personally I believe that the Mexi- 
can hairless cat, now apparently ex- 
tinct, descended directly from the scant- 
haired cat of Paraguay. See Journal of 
Heredity, October, 1939.) 

The Pittsburgh cold storage warehouse 


cat tale’ moves in an orbit all its own.

developed at freezing temperatures es- 
pecially to combat rats, which had ap- 
peared in the warehouse dressed in simi- 
lar thick coats. He said the cats’ tails 
were short, their bodies chubby, and 
their whiskers long for hunting their 
prey in the dim light, and that a female 
had produced seven kittens which were 
distributed among other warehouses. 
Fortunately there was one person 
left at the warehouse who knew the 
facts when I commenced my investiga- 
tions and from him I learned that an 
employé had kept two white cats in the 
frigid warehouse, which differed in no 
way from ordinary cats except that they 
could not endure the outer air or a 
bright light, had thick fur as have all 
cats living in cold climates, and the 
mother and her kittens had pink eyes, 
i.e., they were albinos. This warehouse 
was the only one in Pittsburgh at the 
time and therefore never distributed 
the kittens to other warehouses, and it 
never harbored any rats (its officers 
were indignant over the insinuation) , 
and this family of cats became extinct. 
The most recent fanciful cat was cre- 
ated by Spain for an air mail stamp 
originally issued in 1930 to commem- 
orate Lindbergh’s transatlantic flight, 
and is believed to be the only cat that 
ever figured on a postage stamp. Mil-

lions of persons may still believe that 
Colonel Lindbergh took with him a cat 
mascot, and the Spanish Consulate 
General in New York was himself 
dumbfounded when I told him there 
was no such cat, for this truly lovely 
stamp pictures the Colonel, the Statue 
of Liberty, the Spirit of St. Louis — 
and a large black cat. 

Stamp dealers went so far as to as- 
sure me that We (the title of Colonel 
Lindbergh’s book) relates to the Col- 
onel and the cat; but if one reads the 
book one will find that it relates to the 
Colonel and the Spirit of St. Louis. 
The National Geographic Magazine's 
cat number (November 1938) pictures 
Lindbergh with a tabby kitten which he 
had contemplated taking along but de- 
cided the trip was too dangerous to risk 
the little animal’s life, and Lindbergh's 
publishers also advised me that he took 
neither cat nor kitten on this flight. Did 
the Spanish stamp designer assume that 
the Colonel could not have been so for- 
tunate except for the presence of a black 
cat, which so many superstitious folk 
believe insures good luck? 

Of course there have been many other 
fictitious cats of lesser fame, such as 
those with raccoons, rabbits, skunks 
and other unrelated wild animals for 
parents, those that could turn into 
witches at will, and those that could 
talk. People have told me, in all seri- 
ousness, that their cats could say ‘‘In,”’ 
“Out,”’ and ‘Hello’; and. one must 
never be surprised at anything weird 
that may be attributed to the ever mys- 


terious feline.
